Government To 
Take Action At 
Present Sitting 


Realizing that the heavy impost of private debt is 
bearing too heavily on the taxpayers of this province and 
determined that the load will be eased, the provincial gov- 
ernment, at the current special session of the legislature, 
is going to introduce legislation providing for financial 
lending institutions setting a maximum of five per cent 
interest on mortgages and other private debts. 

While neither Premier William Aberhart, nor any of his 
| ministers would verify this information, it was obtained on 
the highest authority. 


Set Five Per Cent. Limit 
“The province feels that in view of the fact that the 
Dominion government itself has recognized the fact that five 
per cent is all that can be reasonably paid as interest on 
| mortgages under the Farm Loan Board and the Dominion 
Housing Act, that this amount should prevail in Alberta,” 
| was the statement made. 
| Members of the Social Credit party feel that the pro- 
ducers, the homeowners and others cannot pay the high rates 
lof nine, eight and seven per cent now prevailing, and 
| that they should not pay more than five per cent. 
| “In addition to the precedent of the Dominion establish- 
|ing a five per cent rate on Farm and Home Loans, the 
Ontario government is lending money to farmers at four per 
cent amortized over 20 years, while in the United States the 
| government is lending money to farmers and homeowners at 
| five per cent and less,”’ continued The Bulletin’s informant. 


Action Is Justified 

“In view of this trend toward lower rates the province 
feels that it is justified in falling in line with setting a top of 
five per cent collectible in this province. 
“The province cannot set the rate of interest payable, 
| but it can through control of the courts, set the amount to 
be collected through those courts and the proposed action 
of the government will be along this line.”

RELIEF MUST GO ON 

The injunction stands, thereby debarring the 

city council from accepting credit certificates 


in lieu of the cash grant received each month 
from the provincial treasury as relief money. 

But the distribution of relief has to go on 
regularly, if the wolf is to be kept from the 
doors of the destitute of the city, The unem- 
ployed are still unemployed, there is no injune- 
tion against hunger, and meal times come 
around regardless of fiscal experiments and 
legal tie-ups. 

During the hearing of the injunction case 
it was argued that the province had not signed 
any agreement to pay over relief money to the 
city, and that unless scrip were accepted the 
city might get nothing. Which was the same 
as saying,the people on relief might get noth- 
ing, as the city could not go on dispensing 
relief without this contribution from the prov- 
ince. 

Again, the Attorney General said that unless 
the injunction were lifted he might ask the 
legislature to pass special legislation enabling 
the council to accept scrip instead of cash. This 
would open another door for possible injunc- 
tion proceedings and further delays while the 
courts decided whether the legislation was 
valid 

It is unfortunate these threats, if that is the 
word, had to be employed by representatives 
of the Government. It may be hoped they were 
lawyer arguments, meant to build up a case 
on paper, not to foreshadow intended courses 
of action. The unemployed man and his family 
have enough worries, without the added torture 
of anxiety that their relief allowances may not 
be forthcoming or may be delayed 

The Government, without preijudicing its 
case against the injunction, can hand over the 
cash at once and allow the distribution of relief 
to proceed as usual, This it should do, promptly. 
Those on relief are entitled to assurance that 
they will not be penalized because the attempt 
to substitute scrip for money was adjudged to 
be illegal.

Our gifted premier be a wizard in 
economics.and a mighty interpreter of prophecy, 
but his seamanship needs a little brushing up 
He grew nautical in his last Sunday broadcast 
and declared that “in the barque of faith and 
trust we shall press on and on.” 

Why he selected a barque 
from all the varied rigs 
among sailing craft 4s not 
yet apparent. There is prob- 
ably reason for the choice, 
but until the wisdom is re- 
vealed, the premier is caus- 
ing brainerack to trusting 
followers in the dog watch 
of the Cutty Sark Club.

There are reasons for the 
various rigs of sailing craft.

Barques are fore- 
and-aft rigged on the after mast—the mizzen 
or jigger as the case may be—to enable them 
to point up closer into the wind, Barquentines 
carried square sail on the foremast and were 
fore-and-aft rigged on the main and mizzen. 
They would point up closer than a barque and 
were better than ships and bBarques on runs 
that required much running to windward. One 
of the Nova Scotia barques, the Toboggan, sail- 
ed from Monte Video to New York in 1891 in 
38 days

Last Sunday I travelled to Calgary to try 
and get some light on the problem. Sure enough, 
in the windows of the Social Credit headquar- 
ters near the C.P.R. station, I saw the Ship of 
State sailing the calm seas in a store window. 
The-crew were all on board. Near the helm 
stood a tall, beamy figure, labelled “Abee.” At 
the bow, gazing toward the store entrance, 
stands another tall and portly doll, labelled 
“Manning.” Strewn along the deck are a num- 
ber of pigmy dolls, labelled “Maynard,” “Cock- 
roft,” “Cross,” ete. 

What perplexes me, however, is not the dis- 
crepancy between the sizes of the premier and 
provincial secretary and the other members of 
the Cabinet, but the rig of the vessel. It looks 
like a cross between an Indian war canoe and 
a Viking keel.

Creating Growing Conditions | 
In The Dry Belt

In southern California- - (where they do not need it)— 
Scientists have perfected a process and method by means 


whereof farmers can grow foodstuffs of all kinds in 
marketable quantities without the use of earth. This has 
to some extent anticipated Mr. Henry Ford’s abolition of 


the cow. 


The basis of the method is to 


take a vegetable and 


ascertain just exactly what factors of life and growth it 
derives from the earth in the process of growing. 


These factors are produced in liquid form, and placed 
in a special container on a table or shelf, and the seed 
brought into contact with the liquid through a light cotton 
cloth suspended over the container. The seed germinates 
and grows into the ripened vegetable without ever touch- 
ing earth. All that the grower does is to keep an adequate 
supply of liquid in the container. 


This is not something which may be done in the future 
{t has been done; and it is actually being done. 


An owner of land in the dry belt, 


northern districts, or high 


or even in the high 
altitude districts where re- 


curring frosts would prevent growth in the earth, can 
put up some suitable buildings, not necessarily of an ex- 
pensive nature, and equip the building with shelves and 


containers. 


It will then be efficiently possible to grow 


foodstuffs in commercial quantities, so that should the 
fields be frosted out or burned out by drought, the farmer 


will have foodstuffs to 


feed his family 


and domestic 


animals, poultry, etc., and will not be forced off the farm. 


Also it is predicted the grower will be able 


to ripen 


many varieties of table food which are now imported over 
great distances and at substantial expense. 


The method seems to offer possibilities of very great 
usefulness, and likely to take some of the gamble out of 
farming. Although not a cureall, it looks like a very useful 
help in districts where climatic conditions are difficult, 


and where too much sun or 
the possibility of disaster.
